“For example,-we bought one ma- 
chine guaranteed to turn out 650 
parts an hour. The best we could 
get out of it was 35. The maker 
sent out an expert to look the thing 
over and if necessary instruct our

“Then our man qdid 65 an hour 


just to demonstrate that he was as 
capable as the expert. But did he 
continue to turn out 65 or even the 
oO we asked?

APITAL is organized, class-conscious—and 
manages to care for its own. Labor is organ- 

ized class-conscious; it takes its own abundantly. 

But the great range of folk in between have no 

organization, no sense of their collective interests, 

of their relation to the state as a whole. And 


so they are forgotten. Hand laborers have seen 
to it that their wages have risen in proportion to 
the rise of prices. Capital is likewise a move- 
ment, sweeping across the continent and every- 
where creating wealth and a more abundant life. 
In spite of increased labor cost, income tax and 
excess profit tax, the rich are still the rich. The 
war has obliterated untold billions of the world’s 
wealth; yet never in times of fat prosperity have 
luxuries been more eagerly consumed. But not 
by the salaried brain worker! He is still wear- 
ing the clothes he bought in 1914. His wife is 
doing housework and his children, if he has any, 
are giving up the hope of advanced schooling and 
college. As far as the war has been paid for, it 
is the forgotten man mainly who has paid for it 
—paid for it in money, tn free and vigorous liv- 
ing, in efficiency as a member of the nation. 
Even before the war statistics showed that the 
brain workers were not increasing in proportion 
to the other classes. Today they must certainly 
be declining markedly, in numbers as in distine- 
tion and power. Yet the forgotten man is the 
mind of the nation, if a nation in which such 
things happen can be said to have a mind.
